The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of record, 
considered alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a dual functional 
medium shredding machine for shredding paper, optical discs, and credit cards comprising a 



paper touch switch and a disc touch switch to activate roller blades to perform an intermeshing 
and shredding task in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
